APPEALS IN CRIMINAL CASES 


J 


USTICE BREWER'S recent sr>eech in which he advo- 


cated the abolition of the right of appeal in criminal 


cases, is attracting- a good deal of attention, and is being 
made the subject of considerable comment. 
The San 


Francisco Bulletin rather inclines to favor the proposi- 
tion, while admitting- that lawyers generally are opposed 
to ft, the inuendo being that the lawyers are actuated by 
a selfish motive. This-latter assumption is frequently in- 
dulged when the position of lawyers concerning proposed 
legal changes is under discussion. There may be bases for 
such assumption in Individual cases but as a rule it is 
hardly just. 


In a pecuniary sense it makes very little difference to 


lawyers whether the right of appeal exists in criminal 
-cases or not. 
The cases are comparatively rar* In which 


-a person chaiged \vith ciime has much money for- the 
payment of fees, and whether there is or is not a right 
-of appeal, the attorney if he is in any v\ay grasping, can 
"usually get about all that the client can pay. 


In opposing the abrogation of appeals m criminal cases, 


It Is but fair to assume that lawyeis AS a i-lass stand upon 
•as honorable giound as do other men, and also that they 
have 
H. better comprehension 
of what is involved than 


have thoBp who are unfamiliar with leg-.il proceedings 
It 


may be granted that the cases aie exceptional in which 
innocent poisons <Ji-e convicted of crime, and so it may be 
conceded that ti Itvls a r e frequently gianted for errors which 
are mainly technical, and when theie is no reasonable 
douttt of the 'defendant's guilt. 
But it is also true that 


nearly all technical rules have been established for good 
leasons. and that in some cases, fortunately exceptional 
one, innocent persons have been convicted of crime. 
It 


Is not impossible that these cases, uould be more numerous 
if theie wore no appeal Ciom the ruling of the trial judge. 


" 
There is, of eouisu, a great dilferenre in the tempera- 


ment and disposition of trial judg-ps. Some ai e mercifully 
Inclined and tsivor the accused in eveiy pioper way, while 
others.neem to think that thev are a part of the prosecu- 
tion, and stiain almost ever} point against the person on 
trial. 
The I f i t l f i class is always hold in check 
by 
the 


knowledge th.it t h e i r is a higher court to w h i c h an appeal 
can be made. 


The right of appeal is especially i m p m t a n t in certain 


classes of cases—as in felonious homicides. It is some- 
times a veiy close question whethei a killing is murder of 
the flrt degree, second degiee, manslaughter, or leg-ally 
justifiable. 
In such cases the jury is guided very largely 


by the instructions and rulings of the trial judge, and 
even his manner has a marked effect with some jurymen. 


Granting th.it the instances are compai atively few In 


which innocent men aie convicted of prime, in the aggi'e- 
gate they make up a goodly numbei. 
Kor the protection 


of those who are unjustly convicted, however small the 
number may be, it ,\sould seem Ms if the right of appeal 
should be, preverved. To deny it would place entirely too 
much power in the hands of the trial judges—a power 
which some would be almost certain to abuse. 
It would 


, 
seem anomalous, indeed, to allow a man to appeal to the 
supreme court from a judgment ag-alnst him for three hun- 
dred dollars, and deny an appeal to a man sentenced to be 
hanged.

HAMP. CLARK says in the Agusta (Me.) New Age: 


"In Nevada we have the governor and other State 


officers, the representative in congress, the legislature 
and one United States senator. The Democrats of Nevada 
are waiting impatiently for the'next election of a senator 
of the United States so that they can retire "Santa Glaus" 
Stewart to the shades of private life. He would not have 
lieen elected last time if he had not pretended that he was 
a, better silver man than Francis G. Newlands. Soon after 
he was re-elected he went back to the Republicans bag and 
baggage, horse, foot and diagoons. "Ichabod" Is inscribed 
above his senatorial habitation, and his finish can be eas- 
ily forptolil. 


The most piominent man in Nevada today is Francis 


G. Newlands, \\ ho. after ten years of distinguished service 
in the house, 'on the 4th of last March succeeded Hon. J. 
P. Jones in the senate of the United States, where he 
•will cut a wide swath. He is the father of the Newlands 
irrigation law, a fact which has endeared him to the pop- 
ulation of the arid region. President Roosevelt did New- 
lands and others a rank Injustice by stating that Mr. Mon- 
dell of Wyoming deserved the lion's share of the credit 
for1 passing the irrigation bill, and that Mr. Reeder of 
Kansas, whom he was pleased to denominate as "Irrigation 
B^ll Reeder," was second only to Monfiell. I would not 
detract from the just fame of Mondell or Reeder In the 
estimation of a hair—they are good men and did what they 
could; so did many others—but the truth should be told 


v 
though the heavens fall, and It Is this: The men who de- 
serve the most credit for the Irrigation scheme are Francis 
G. Newlands of Nevada, and John C. Bell and John Shaf- 
roth of Colorado. Others aided them in an able manner, 


„ 
but they were the head and front of the enterprise, and 


* 
-were so recognized by everybody conversant with the facts.
